Itoriums receive very great bene tit 
from the camp method of treat- 
ment, and the question is being dis- 
cussed whether in some such form 
as this, which is now being follow- 
ed in Boston and New York, the 
German plan of d)»>' camps for con- 
sumptives should not be adopted in 
this country. In that country 
camps are established on the out- 
skirts of a number of cities, men, 
women and chiUhfii being cared 
for in separate places while cert^iin 
cities have in addition sj.H^cial 
camps for weak and sickly children 
and with tendencies to tHt>erculosis. 
Although the cost of this treatment 
is relatively small, it is slill high 
enough to prevenl its exIeuMion as 
widely as is desirable, many things 
such as hammoc'ka, which would 
add lo the comfort and help in the 
treatment of the patients in the 
New York Camp, can not be pur- 
chased for lack of funds. The 
Charity Organization Society' stiHes 
that contributions, small or large, 
will be very gladly received to con- 
tinue and to enliirge the wtirk it has 
begun. 
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The announcement that the Com- 
mitt<>e on the Prevention of Tuber- 
culosis was making use of the oM 
ferryboat Sonihfleld as a day camp 
for consumptives has attracted 
much attention, and has been re- 
ceived by those interested in the 
prevention and cure of consump- 
tion rvs an important eontriltutiou 
to the means to be more extensive 
ly developed for the adequate treat- 
ment of consumption in New York 
City. In many respects the plan is 
similar to the one carried out by the 
Bostorr As.«iociation for the Relief 
and Control of Tuberculosis. That 
association is now operating its 
third summer camp in the city of 
Boston and is meeting with vei-y 
marked siicesa. The small cost of 
this method of treatment is one of 
its claims to serious attention.

That 
was the language with which I con- 
verst'd with my deaf mother So 
lontf and inlimate has bcf-n my 
association with the deaf, that I 
consider mys«ilf almost one of them. 
A few years ago, while traveling 
abroad, I had oc(»sioD to ad- 
dress a uuthering of the deaf at 
I^ipsic, Germany. I notic«'d two 
elderly ladies seate<l nr-ar the plat- 
form, rtiasoning between ihem- 
selve.s as to whether or not I was a 
deaf-mute. After watching me for 
a while they came to tbd conclusion 
(hat T was also deaf. 

I aoi glad to be present with yon 
you to-day in old Virginia. My 
faniiij' (tonueciions with this State 
extend far back info its early 
history, and I extend to you greet- 
ings in the name of th» I'ami^^- of 
Gallrtudet. I believe that Hhe 
spirits of the departed sometimes 
return to earth. From t?je spirit 
land my father, my mother, my 
brother and my brother's wife send 
you their geetirigs 

A mernbi r of the Gallnudet fami- 
ly visited George Washington 
Parke Curtis ninery five years ago, 
and was presented with a saucer 
once used by George Washington. 
This saucer is still in my poswHJon 
If has the names of the States on 
its lKjr<ler My father was idenli- 
fled with the education of the deaf 
in Virginia. The late Rev. Job 
Turner, of this Slate, was educated 
at my father's school at Ilari ford.

S(auiiioii, H'ld aniile. from taking an 
active pari in that convention, I 
also served as its wcrelary. I still 
remember the l)eauliful women of 
the State to whom a preceding 
speaker referred They always 
commanded mj' admiiation, and fo 
me have always be«;n an inspira 
tion. 

I have other reiisons for loving 
Virginia. For fifty years I have 
resided just beyon<l the Irorder from 
where I could daily see its hills and 
fields On miny a holiday I have 
crosse't over to row, to fish and to 
ride. No non-resident of the State 
loves Virginia rnofe than / do. 

I have t>een much interested in 
the proec«-difigs of this coBvcnHon. 
This AsHorriation has my hearty 
good will, anri I am always glad to

I would like to add that I am in 
favor of deaf teachers of the deaf — 
and at salaries equal to any or even 
higher.

end of their education. Deaf 
teachers are apfioinled only for the 
work which they are fitted to do. 
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deaf, speech was a failirre. Upon 
my return home I reported my 
observations, and for the first time 
in the literature of our profession 
advf>cated the teaching of spr-ech to 
the deaf and the preservatitm of 
the s{>eecli they already had. I 
said that something more than 
method was necessary — tnat me- 
tliod was not the whole thing. For 
advocatinir these views I was called 
the (leKenerate son of a worthy sire. 
At another conference of in- 
structors of the deaf, held at Wash- 
ington, I adv<w?at<'d the teaching of 
speech to the deaf, and the Com- 
ijined Syftem of teaching tlie deaf 
was the result. That was over 
forty years ago, an«l I have always 
been open t'> conviction ever since 
that there may be a better way of 
teaching the deaf, but no t»etter 
way has yet been found. The Com- 
bined Method continues to be the 
best method of leachinir the deaf. 

In 1897, thirty years after my 
conversion from the manual tr) the 
Combined Mefhoil of instruction, I 
again visited Europe to otjlain from 
the graduates of various schools 
for the deaf, their own views con- 
cerning the value of the methods 
by means of which they had re- 
ceived their education. I <lid not 
share the view of a certain German 
instructor, who said that tlie deaf 
were not capable of forming an 
opinion concerning the value of 
methods. That remark of his was 
certainly a reflection upon his own 
work. What sort of an education 
had he been giving his pupils, if at 
its completion they were incapable 
of forming an inlelligerit oi»inion. 

A lart'e proportion of the deaf of 
Europe, of matirre years, approve 
of the Combined Meth'id They 
say that oral ism was gmwl for the 
few — not for the many Many who 
have been educated orally, find 
speech unreliable in their after 
school life. Their teachers nnder- 
stano them, but others do not. 
They are strongly opposed to i)ure 
oral ism for all, or for most of the 
deaf. 

In Liepsic, the home of Ifienicke 
and his s'tccessor Voget, lectures 
are given simultaneously orally and 
in signs In reply to my question 
why signs were used, I was told 
that many could not understand 
the lips Speech must t»e used lo 
show that the oral method was ap 
proved, and signs mirst be used in 
order that the deaf might under- 
stand. Surely that remark must 
have made Ilienicke turn in his 
grave. ' 

Kec^-ntly, while on a visit at Dres- 
den, Germany, the superintendent 
of a school for tlie deaf showed me a 
beautiful chapel. I asked in what 
manner the services were con<liict- 
ed, and was told that they were 
conducted both orally and in signs. 
"You see," lir ."»ni<l, "we have a 
snrt of a combined method " 

Many German temthers are chang- 
ing their views irr regard to the oral 
method, and the Combined Method 
i.M tjrowiner more and more in favor. 
A few years ago .Mr. Andre, of the 
Paris Insfitution, told me (hat in 
France they entertained pretty 
much the same views concerning 
mofh(Kls as we do in America, t>ut 
the u.se of the oral method being 
requir d by law, they have no al- 
u-rnative but to follow it. With 
srrch facts tiefore us, and with the 
concensus of o(>inion of tite educat- 
ed rleaf themselves in America and 
Europe in favor of the Combined 
.Mel hoi, there can be no doubt but 
that it is still by far the tiesi, tne- 
tho<l for the deaf. 

This association and other organ- 
izations of the deaf, with the co- 
operation of the schools, can do 
much to influence public opinion, to 
the end that the high standani 
of te>icliir'g the deaf which obtains 
in America shall be maintained. 
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Diirini! the thirty-five years of a 
tins', inisvionary life, fhe Jl<!V. A.

The third Sunday of July is in- 
varirtbly set aparti by the weather 
prophets as bright and clear, and 
one seldom finds an almanac which 
predicts nn favorable weather for 
this day If matters not if the pre 
vious week tie one of coritiniioirs 
rain or not. fhe man with the 
wf'ather eye will tell yon to prepare 
for the third Sunday of July, and 
enjoy a fine day's outing. Of all 
the days of the year, this one is in-"' 
variably of srrnshirie with a clear, 
azure sky, and a breeze which one 
finds delightful while riding on the 
front end of an electric car. 

Years aL'o there was a wiile-up of 
historic old Deerfleld, one of the 
earliest settlements of Revolution- 
ary times, in the columns of the 
Dfifif-Mules' Register. It was con- 
ned from the pages of her Ameri- 
can history, by Little Shamrock. 
Times have changed now. and with 
the trend " Little Sliamrock" has 
tteeome '* Tiger Lily" of the Jour- 
nal. "Little Shamrock" admit- 
ted she had not visited I^eerfiejd, 
but advised all who could to go 
there. So on Sunday, the third 
one in July, Mr. and Mrs Phili[) 
Morin boarded a Soirth Iladley car, 
fhe destination iir mind being 
Deerfleld. Passing through the 
village of Soiith Hadley, the (!ar 
ran across the campus of the beau- 
tiful Mt, llolyoke College. Fur- 
ther on was Amherst, wloi-n ihe 
iurildings of Amherst (College- and 
of the Massacbnseifs Slate Arri- 
eirltural College wvr*i viewed. 

The Holyoke mountains at Am- 
herst arc parliciilarly impressive 
in their awe-irrspirlng urandenr. 
The trolley line is arlnrirably plan- 
to show Ihe beauty of the surround- 
ing country. At the notch, a pari 
of the road nearly at the sirmmit 
of Mie niountains, the panorama of 
the Connecticut Valley for miles 
around was very fine. There is 
nothing b) compare with the beair- 
ty of New England scenery, and 
seen on a clear rlay has a fascina- 
tion all its own, and the lover of 
the )>eautiful in nalirre finds full 
enjoyment. 

Suuar Ixraf Mountain, near 
Sunderland, Mass., towered ma- 
jestically atiove its comfieers. 
South Deerfield *own came next 
and then Deerfield, which was 
reache<l after exactly four hoirrs of 
a delightful ride. All along Ihe one 
street of Deerfield were monir- 
ments of jdain white granite mark- 
ing this or that his'orie spot. 
There was one where .Tohnathan 
Welles the bo3' hero of the Con- 
necticut Valley, made his valiant 
stand ; one where the patriots 
planted their liberty pole in 1774. 
The home site of fhe first settled 
minister. Rev John Williams. Is 
distinctly marked The home, so 
tie inscription read, was forty two 
by twenty, and was sacked and 
birrned, the family nrassacred by 
fhe Indians arrd the F''rench trnder 
De Rfuiville, in 1704. The site of 
the palisaded liouse, where one wo- 
man and three men held at bay one 
hundred and forty Indiarrs and two 
hundred soldiers for fhirty-slx 
hours, was marked by another in 
teresfing monument. Deerfleld is 
a sleefry old town — it never grows 
along with modernity.- The one 
street of 'he village whs lined on 
l>ofh sides with hous*is, all of near- 
ly fhe same pattern and everv one 
old and weather laraten Each 
window harl tirry panes of glass arrd 
every garden showed fhe rlear old- 
fashioned flowers, the hollyhocks, 
/the corn flowers and marigolds 
The only modern bnilding is in fhe 
very center of the little town arrd 
is of brick — Memorial Hall. Here- 
in is sheltered priceless relics of 
the earliest day. In front of 
Memorial Hall is the Soldiers' Mon- 
irrnent erected in 1802 A lilfle 
further down In front, close to the 
trolley tracks, is an old stone well, 
crumbled with age and decay. 
The inscription tells us it is fhe 
patriots' well, sunk in 1C20. To 
the rear of Memorial H II Is the an- 
cient burying grorrnd, "God's 
Acre." The grave stones are 
crumbling away, many have fallen 
lo pieces, and it is with rlifficirlty 
one can read the names of the 
loyal patriots, who have l)eeti sleep- 
'\nn their long sleej* of centirries 
The earliest date recorderl of aii 
int^ernrent there, was made out to 
be in 1638. The latest one in 1802. 
A great rnoirnd in tim center, with 
a mammoth Iwnlder on top, fells 
the siifhf seer that here lie the 
vicliirn of th«' French anrl Indian 
massacre of 1704 The burial plot 
of the R<jv. John Williams could 
hardly be reached, Giai t ever- 
greens grow so low down as to 
virtually fake the he.-id stones iti 
tlieir embrace. Deerfleld is truly a 
most t)eantiful place to visit 
Every <iay is Sunday there. There 
are no signs of life or activity abouf 
the town. One st/)re, a chnrch, 
Memorial Hall and aboirt thirty- 
tnade irp the 
,'•« is so old 
i(N)king that one 
••xpecf to see it 
one's eyw. The 
massive oaken door had a heavy 
padlock anrl the windows were 
hoarded up. A cut irr the front 
mar tire dfK»r with a wofslen flap, 
and a card above infortned the re- 
sidents an<l all interested that 
"This is for letters." A shorf dls- 
lance from fhe post-ofBce is (he site 
of tli(3 property of Joseph Htebbini, 



the oldest landed property in the 
courrtry. The estate intact has 
been handed down in an un- 
broken line from father to son 
hinite 1708, and is religiously pre- 
served by the descendants. AIoiil' 
later in the afternoon we left 
Deerfleld, taking another route 
home through Hatfield and Nortli 
ainptou. 

The (3larke Schoo^ at the 'after 
has a most ideal sitirat'on on top 
of Round Hill. At the base are 
the linildinsjM and campirs, fraler- 
nily and hoar-ding houses of Smith 
College. Every i)it of the way 
was rich in bcautifirl scenery — the 
river and the valley, the purple 
hills b'-yonil. For fhe lover of 
the aii('i< ni traditions of 'he 
(country, who can experiiiiiec a 
real thrill of jratriotism, then let 
him visit old Deerfleld and muse 
among its nrins.

The numlror of baseballs made 
every day at the present lime in 
the United States is about 10,000.

The jiro 
cesB by whioh the best qtmiily 
league ball Is made is interesting. 
All the work is done by hand. 
Machines lave been tried repeated- 
ly without i>erihaneirt success. 

The center of the best league ball 
is of jj()lid rubber. Around this is 
wound about three ounces of Shak 
er yarn of the b(»st, quality, damp- 
ened. Then a covering of horsehitle 
is put on. Tills completes what is 
teinned the first finish. Tlieii the 
ball is wound lightly with an ounce 
of the yarn, which is again wound 
tightly with camel's halt, to make 
it of H uniform smoothness. Over 
this is put the final covering of 
carefully 8elwl,ed horsehide. —

'I'be 4i>itllaud«t Memorial. 

It is proposed to create a memoiial 
to the late Rev. Thomas Gallaudet, 
D.D , by the erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Church for 
i.>eaf-Mut<»s. The present Church 
is situated On 148th Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some tweuly-tive feet back from the 
line of the street to {»ermit the erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
indicated, which will form a facade 
U) the church edifice and be a center 
of religious and social life amonjist 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with whicti his name has always 
been associated. This was not ihdi- 
luitted, and it is suggested as a 
most fitting memorial lo him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
five feet iu depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a tjasernent, 
and will !>« used for the social, re- 
ligious and industrial needs of the 
deaf-mutes of New York. The 
amount required for " The Gallau- 
det .Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
itself, iu it* position and purpose, 
will form a conspicuous monument 
to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent j>eoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse the memorial.
